Home ownership is the best investment for 
the average person.

CLASSIFICATION (161-171)

drop the first and last numeral, disregard the 
hyphen, and the number will then read 6117 
which is the approximate cost in dollars of that 
home on a pre-war price basis. If you estimate 
the cost of the same design at present prices in
